Tim death rate now Is Id 
per cent During tho last two wcoka 
In July It was 23 to SO per coot.

It Is beginning to 
bo feared tlmt It may have to run Its 
course until orcreomo by Its natural 
enemy, frost. Tito epidemic had so 
strong n hold when Its presence was 
recognized that It could -not bo stamp- 
ed out at once, no matter what was 
done. It ought not to bare been al- 
lowed to gain a hold In New Orleans, 
Probably It would not If tho city had 
had a better quarantine service. If 
that scrvlco were to bo transferred to 
tbo national government New Orleans 
would bo leas exposed to future yellow 
fever visitations. 

Although tho disease Is spreading, 
it 1b fair to assume thnt It would have 
made more rapid progress If the na- 
tional health officials bad not taken 
charge. They have wor ked a ystemntl- 
cnlly and thljr^ntiJdfj^lllhKaJil 1 . 
more successful Iri sqdiHag results In 
some ways than the Io6aJ officials bare 
been. They are morfe thorough and 
hnro Inspired the public with a greater 
degree of confidence, inie Intense 
alarm which was felt la Mississippi 
and Texas is subsiding, because the 
authorities of those States feel that 
everything possible is being done. They 
know that there Is/no npprcsalon of 
facts ond that the worst is being told.

FIvo articles of tho paMlblo "treaty 
of Washington" rcnmlneU to bo consid- 
ered wlicn tlio pence' plenipotentiaries 
resumed tbelr bcsbIoii at tho Torts* 
mouth navy yard Thursday morning — 
Sakhalin, upon which It hail been lm- 
poaslblo to agree mid which had been 
passed over; Indemnity, limitation 
.upon Russia's sea. power, the surrender 
of tho Interned warships apd the grant 
of fishing rights on tlio littoral of tho 
marltlvo provinces. 

I'cnco prospects Bcemwl distinctly 
brighter during Thursday, The pleni- 
potentiaries labored with n serlousucss 
and' earnestness which left not the 
■lightest doubt that both were anxious 
to conclude a treaty. Though tho main 
points remained to bo contested and 
tho pletilpotentlnrtes of each side spoke 
as If the conference would go to pieces 
unless tho other shlo gnvo way, the 
spirit of compromise was in tho nil'. 

Articles 7 and 8 were disposed of 
"Wednesday, tho" former "In principle/ 1 
tho lnttor "unanimously," according to 
tho ofUcInl bulletins. Article .7 provides 
for tho cession to China ot tho branch 
of. the Chinese Eastern Itnllrond run- 
ning south from Ilarbin to Fort Arthur 
and Dalny and with n branch lino con- 
necting nt Newchang with the Slmn- 
Jialkan-TIcntsln road. 

Article B provides for the retention 
by Ituisla of tho line through Northern 
Manchuria, which forms the connect- 
ing, lint of the main lino of tho Trang- 



Tho Chinese Eastern road hi 
T-ohapeil. Tho stem runs from Harbin 
south, Tho top runs from tho station 
In Manchuria on tho Amur to Pogrmu- 
Itcbnnla, whoro It connects with the 
govcrnmcnt-owncd^tfBurrl road to the 
cookc. It was 'this "cut-off" which 
in ore than anything else paved the 
way for what Is known as tlio "Man- 
churlnn adventure," changing the 
whole plan of SI, Wltte, whllo Minister 
of Finance. Ills object had been only 
to make of Dalny- n commercial cntre- 
port fpr foreign trndc, but, with Uio 
strategic railroad behind them, the 
"war party's" aggressive policy began. 

Tho shares of tho Chinese Eastern 
Coinpnny'. consists of 2,1)00,000, which, 
In tho form or a single certificate, arc 
hold In the coffers ot the Rusho-CUI- 
nese bank ns trustee. The 1 per cent 
bonds Issued from time to time for Its 
construction were guaranteed hy tho 
Russian government and 'amount to 
mofe'than $200,000,000. 

M. Wltte speaks no English, but be 
has shown himself tho mast democrat- 
ic member of cither of tho embassies, 
.When he passes -through tho office or 
corridors of the hotel he shnkes hands 
with every one In sight. Many a man 
has clasped bands with tho great 
statesman who has not been certain of 
his Identity. Huron Rosen Is almost 
equnlly agreeable. 

Komurn Is the only envoy whoso at- 
titude hns been characterized by nloof- 
ncss. Tlio cblof Japanese plenipoten- 
tiary Is nbout as affable as an Iceberg. 
Ho speaks almost to no one and has 
steadfastly refused to be Interviewed. 
A correspondent who Is well acquaint- 
ed with Takiihlra was snubbed when he 
nsked tho Japanese minister to give 
him an Introduction to Komurn. 
I'rcntire by the Powere, 

England, It lias been claimed, was 
putting the thumbscrews on Japan, 
whllo Germany and Franco had Rus- 
sia In a corner arguing with her and 
threatening. President Roosevelt has

Tho 
Mikado's ambassadors had allowed it 
to be understood that they would Insist, 
upon these things, but few of those 
watching events believed these ques- 
tions would bo allowed to block tho 
peace negotiation's. By yielding to the 
contentions of Japan In, every other 
Instance. Russia acknowledges defeat 
and- gives to her enemy all that was 
asked before the war. 

The terms of the treaty, as' submit- 
ted by Japan, have not been "regarded 
by the world as unreasonable or exor- 
bitant. ' Nobody eijnects a victor to 
give up all the legitimate spoils of vic- 
tory* Japan, baa won everything In 
this wnr, but tho greatest of the things 
she has won Is national prestige. This 
eannot. bo affected by peace terms. 
Aside from this tho question resolves 
Itself Into a matter ot commercialism, 
an affair of- "dicker." 

Japan's 'domand, that Manchuria be 
I restored to China, and that all- privi- 
leges In tho territory claimed by Rub-' 
j Bis .be retraced ed to that empire, baa 
Inppcaied to tho nations of tho 'world 
las eminently fair, whllo. wo may well 
Jcomprohend tlio doilcato subtlety of 
Japanese diplomacy la requiring Rus- 
sla to rccognlso tho "open doer."

DEATH L.I3T NEARLY. 100, 



Victims of Atlantic Coast Line Wreck 
Grow,LnrK«r. 

Nearly a hundred persons, mostly ne- 
groes, were killed when nn excursion 
train on tho Atlantic Const line* from 
Klnston, N. 0., bound to Norfolk, Va,, 
plunged through an open draw over the 
western, branch of the Elisabeth river 
eight miles from Norfolk. The list of 
injured was very large. 

The train was running at tbe rate of 
fifteen or twenty miles an hour as It 
approached tho bridge. The specific or- 
ders of the road to stop nil trains at' 
the bridge, whether the draw. Is open*- . 
fclr not, was apparently Ignored. <Cho 
train plunged Into, the abyss. Both en- 
gineer aud fireman discovered the open 
draw too late, to stop the train. Th« 
airbrakes were applied,' but did not work 
properly. The scene following tha wreck 
was ono of Indescribable horror, with tha 
shrieking of men, women and children 
•who woro drowning, struggling out of tho 
partly submerged coach and floating. la 
tho river, 

The passengers who were uninjurod 
Immediately started to rescue those Im- 
prisoned In the cars. Norfolk, and 'Ports- 
mouth were communicated with and phy- 
sicians wero sent oyt on a wrecking 
train. Maiiy people In tho neighborhood 
went to the. scene of the. wreck and 
helped in tho rescue. A 00-year-old farm- 
er displayed ' considerable heroism .when 
the disaster occurred.' Ho leaped to tho 
aecond coach, cut a hole In' Its roof nnd 
i extricated thirty-fl'vo people just beforo 
the car became completely submerged, 
■ The train consisted of, six- conches. 
Ponr of tltcso remained on tbo track.

The frame Is mortised together, nil 
the .cutting being done on tho corner; 
poitvD. The two pieces CG ore not 
mortised, but arc bolted Oat. 

It Ii necessary that the piece B ahnll 
bo n very strong one, ns the entire 
weight of tho pole and arm, II and K. 
rest solely on this. It Is well to block 
up under this at N when In use. The 
pole baa a pin, M, which rests la bole, 
N, and tbo two pieces GG on top of 
F hold tbo pole In place. An Iron hoop 
should bo placed around tho base of 
pole at M to prevent splitting.

A veteran raiser of swine has set 
about raising his animals on the col- 
ony plan, somewhat after the plan of 
raining poultry. He lias no dlmcnity 
after the lirat week when the pigs lenrn 
which houso it their own. Tlie pigs 
nre placed on tbo range with those col- 
ony houses as soon as they aro old 
enough to graze. The houses are built 
low nnd arranged so that the onda are 
open near the top, using slats of heavy 
material with a wldo board at tho bot- 
tom. Tho back is solid, nnd then Is a 
good toot which is waterproof. 

Tno front is arranged bo that the bot- 
tom board may be removed; It Is hook- 
ed in place at each end, and over tho 
entire front la placed a sloping roof,

somewhat In form like the roof of a 
veranda. This root furnishes shade, 
and with tbo partly open front and 
sides, then Is plenty of ventilation.

-Prevent I «|J Milk Fever, 

An expert dairyman who has had 
control of many valuable herds ot 
cows sends brief notes on bow to pro- 
vent milk fever, They are presented 
nt this time for the special benefit of 
those whose cows will calve la ithe 
fall. Gradually change the diet of tbo 
cow wltb calf so that during the six 
weeks Just before tho dropping of the 
calf her diet should he rather light 
and laxntlve in character. See that tho 
cow gets plenty of exercise up to tho 
day the calf is born, hut see that such 
exercise is taken in proper weather or 
under n shed where she will be pro- 
e<cledJfrow cold nnd storm. Do not 
nilfk the cow^oTat>4ea5t>tifC-Uty^our 
hours after the calf Is born. 

In handling the udder for the first 
two or throe days be particularly gen- 
tle, using some luko worm water to 
soften It If it is at nil sensitive. Be- 
fore milking go over the udder wltb 
the hands and softly knead It If the 
udder is sort It may bo .necessary to 
do this several times a- day and espe- 
cially Just before the hungry calf be- 
gins operations. If during tbo fow 
days Immediately preceding the birth 
of the calf the cow sce/is feverish and 
her solid exeremerit Is not- what it 
should be, glyo her a pint oe more ot 
raw linseed oil. It Is an excellent plan 
to have oil meal a part' of her.. ration 
for two weeks before the calf' is born. 
— Exchange. 



Using Green Cut Hone. 

If ono who raises poultry desires 
egsn, tho feeding of cut bono Is essen- 
tial—not that, the hens will not lay 
without tho cut -hone, but that they 
will lay so much hotter, that tho small 
expenso of .the hone and tho mill to 
cut It' ought 'not to enter Into tho cal- 
culation. Cut bono furnishes an al- 
most complete egg-making element, 
while several kinds of grain are re- 
quired to obtain tho', same elements. 
Bone mills are small In prico, tho small, 
er.ones being easily operated by hand. 
Tbo cost of tho fresh bones at .the \S 
butcher's Is also small, and as a pound 
of cut bone a day for^cach dozen or 
.fifteen hens is sufficient. Oho can pee 
the expenso is merely nominal.

National Atkembly. 

The Cwir Friday night Issued till, 
long expected mnutfoato, granting ta 
tho ItuuHhm people ii doumn; or nation- 
al assembly, to which 412 delegates 
from nil tbo fifty departments of litis- 
sin and the military province "of tho 
Don shall bo chosen, The principle of 
tho autocracy Is retained unit the Czar 
surrenders none of his prerogatives to 
tho people. Tho bureaucracy Is not 
abolished. Finland Is not Included In 
tbo grant, the Czar pledging himself to 
take measures In the future. 

The first national assembly Is to 
meet not Inter than the middle, of Jan- 
uary, 3000. -The term of the doiunn, 
or national assembly, is to be five 
years, although the C?.nr may dissolve 
It and call a now election. The doumn' 
will sit as the lower house of a legis- 
lative body, tbo upper house being the 
present council of the empire. After 
passing the douina bills will go to the 
council, and if there approved, ho sent 
to the Czar, 

Tho powers of the doumn are limited 
when compared to those of the parlia- 
ments of Germany or France, but they 
aro extensive when compared with any 
rights ever granted to tho peoplo of 
Unasln. -Hero, for inBtnncc, Is an out- 
line of tho legislative matters which 
tlio douma mny consider; 

(A) All questions relating to new laws' 
or to tbo modification, amplification or 
temporary suspension or repeal of exist- 
ing laws, and also relating to appoint- 
ments made oa tho staff of ministers 
and tho expenditures thereby Involved. ' 

(B) 'Departmental, ministerial and na- 
tional budgets; also other, expend! t urea 
not provided therein. 

(C) The financial report of the con- 
troller of the empire. 

. (D) The expropriation of any portion 
of tbo revenue or property of tho State. 

(E) Tho construction of railways by 
tho State. 

(F) Questions regarding the organlxa- 
tlon of stock com panics involving excep- 
tions from existing legislation. 

(0) Matters submitted by Imperial de- 
cree. 

Tho doumn has Jurisdiction in the 
matter of taxation in the provinces 
wbcro there nro no zemstvos; also In 
tbo raising of the rate' above that fixed 
by the zemstvos uiul city councils. 

The doumn will havo .Initiative In 
the matter of appeal or modification of 
old nnd the adoption of now laws, but 
tho fimdumontnl laws ot administra- 
tion are not to bo touched by it 

Ittlnllng to the electoral system tbo 
project states that elections arc hold- 
able — firstly, in the provinces and ter- 
ritories; secondly, In theprinclpat towns, 
which aro named. In' Poland, Siberia, 
tho Caucasus, Turkestan, nnd In eomo, 
provinces speclnl regulations will gov- 
ern tho elections. 

Tho total membership will be 412, 
of which twenty-eight wlilbo returned 
by tbo towns. The elections' In the 
provinces and territories will be effect- 
ed 'by a provincial electoral college, 
chosen firstly by the land owners, sec- 
ondly by urban electors, and thirdly 
by dclogntcs of the peasantry. 

Women, men under 25 years of uge, 
students, Bailors, bankrupts, and per- 
sons convicted of crimes or desertion 
Bhnll not have the right to vote. 

Governors nnd tho police cannot vote 
;when they are excrclBlng their func- 
tions. Land owners, mine owners, and 
owners of industrial establishments of 
a minimum value of $7,500, and clergy 
owning lands nro qualified to vote In 
tho electoral assemblies. 

In tbo urban v eleetojy,l~afeafja»;u>R, 
-G\KPjrs-tjriahtrs"*of ' a minimum value 
of $730 and of owners of Industrial 
properties of tbo first category ..'at* 
qualified. Tbo peasantry electoral as- 
sembly shall constat of two delegates 
from each canton, chosen by the peas- 
ants belonging to the cantonal and 
agricultural corporations." 

In cities, which 'aro named, owners 
of real estate of the, value of $1,600, 
itnd owners of Industries of the first 
Category, and persons paying taxes or 
tent of the tenth category are qualified 
to participate la tho electoral assem- 
blies.

would seem impossible that they could 
comply with tho law. Tho young couple 
had the license, though, and decided to 
take tbo chances.

A curious light Is thrown on ancient 
church bnaars and chnrlty balls by cer- 
tain records kept In some of the 
churchea In England. For Instance, In 
tho records of.Yateley church, which 
dato from 1543, are frequent refer- 
ences to "church ales," the object of 
which was to get money for church 
expenses. Tho feast was organized 
By the church wardens, "who provided 
a good spread at so much a head, and 
credited the profits to the church ex- 
penditure." It first appears as tho 
"church ale," then as the "king's, ale," 
then later, ob "our banquet nt Whit* 
■untlde." It was probably held In the 
church and went on until 1043, tho 
year alter the- civil - war broke out, 
when, probably, the' puritans put on 
end to such festivities; It was popu- 
lar, evidently. One enterprising church 
warden has left on record all tho good 
things which were prepared for the 
Crondall "churoh ale" in tho year 1687. 
They bad a band, browed a quantity 
of ale 'and made a- profit of $42. As 
money _ was then worth nearly ten 
times as much as now tho "church 
ale" may be said to have brought In 
about $400, which was lust 100 per 
cent on the outlay. The band was 
hired for four days, * I 

Until 1545 the church wardens .kept 
a church cow and let It out at 33 cents ■ 
a 'year. A sheep and a lamb (gifts), 
they let out for 8 cents a year, proba- 
bly for- the wool, 'Payments, for In*, 
cense and for -an enormous Easter 
candle of wax we ro regular Items, Tho 
parliamentary soldiers made earth*, 
works In- the churchyard and the puri- 
tans later had a small marble font 
made. The puritan font Is still there, 
though displaced In Its turn. On All 
Saints' day a little tax was' levied of a 
farthing on each chimney. AH. Salnta' 
was tho dedication day. of the church. 
Thla tax was, called "smoke farth- 
ings." From 1543 one parishioner 
Becms '.to have acted as "dog whip- 
per.". "To Whelan, for beating dogs 
out of church, twopence." Is the oldest 
entry, and aslsto as 1819 a dog whip- 
per waB appointed at a salary ot $5.25. 

At Yateley they got a new pair of 
stocks and a new whipping post In 
1774 and in 1776 a parish umbrella to 
hold over the parson at. funerals. The 
parish aided the gamekeeper and 
farmer by paying head money for 
sparrows* heads, foxes, hedgehogB, 
polecats and haws (both the latter 
chicken killers). Spelling was not 
very good In the early eighteenth cen- 
tury. Affidavit ot legal burials Is spelt 
"after davld."
